Charles R. Miller, editor of the New 
York Times, spoke on “How We Got 
Our Newspapers” recently at the Park 
Avenue Methodist church in New 
York. 

“If we are asked where we got our 
newspapers,” Mr. Miller said, “the an¬ 
swer is that we got them from the 
Divine command, ‘Let there be light.’ 

It is certain that darkness would have 
brooded on the face of the deep for all 
time if it had not been for the news¬ 
papers or something like the news¬ 
papers. 

“The desire to know what is going 
on is not a modern development. Back 
in the tribal days primitive man had 
the same desire for information as we 
have to-day. He wanted to know the 
result of the hunt, the position of the 
enemy and the gossip current among 
his fellow tribesmen. As civilization 
advanced this want became more com¬ 
plex. Paul, speaking on Mars hill, 
mentioned the iove of news common 
among the Athenians. 

“One of the earliest methods for 
the dissemination of news was the 
letter. When Cicero was sent as gov¬ 
ernor to Ciiicia he asked a friend to 
send him the news of Rome. The 
friend empioyed scribes, the reporters 
of that day, to gather the information 
and prepare the letters. The man 
who wrote the first letters reported 
everytliing from the procedure of the 
senate to the result of the latest gladi¬ 
atorial contest. Cicero objected to his 
metliods and complained that the let¬ 
ters contained items that he would 
not have bothered with when at home. 
What he wanted, he explains, was ad¬ 
vance information to keep him in 
touch with the political movements of 
the time. 

“Volumes of news letters have come 
down to us showing that the letter 
vvriting continued through the middle 
ages. The church and the state both 
attempted to wipe out the custom. In 
April, 1572, Pope Pius V issued a bull 
against the letters. This was a few 
months before the massacre on St. 
Bartholomew’s day. His successor 
issued another bull against them in 
September, 1572, a few weeks after 
the massacre, directing that writers 
should be condemned to the galleys. 
That was an unpleasant age in which 
to be engaged in the newspaper busi¬ 
ness. 

“The first newspapers made their 
appearance in Peking, but the west 
was not far behind. About 50 B. C. 
the Roman government began pub¬ 
lishing an olhcial organ. Tliis had to 
be written by hand, so few copies 
were Issued. This paper gave the 
general news and was not much dif¬ 
ferent from the newspapers of to-day. 

“After the invention of the printing 
press and movable types in the middle 
of the lifteenth century private news 
b'tters were printed instead of writ¬ 
ten. but the opposition of the church 
and state prevented the appearance of 
regular newspapers until the begin¬ 
ning of the seventeenth century. A 
paper began to appear in Holland in 
1020. In lost) the first American paper 
iK'gan to circulate In Boston. Many 
of the papers started as government 
organs.” 

Civilization was delayed by the lack 
of newspapers in the early days, Mr. 
Miller thought, and he gave it as his 
opinion that a free press prohahly 
would have prevented the French 
ri'volution, as the discussion of the 
trouiiles t)f the people and of desir¬ 
able reforms would have resulted in 
clianged conditions. 

"Onr newspapi'rs,” he said in con¬ 
clusion, “form a great reserve against 
the growth of evils and at the same 
time give the discontented a chance 
to ‘blow off steam,’ an opportunity 
similar to that given by the outbursts 
at Cooper Union in this city and at 
Hyde I’ark in London. Where there 
is no freedom of the press, as in 
Russia, we instinctively look for revo¬ 
lution.”—American Press.

One wall of his library was devoted 
to rows of little cupboards or bins, 
each with a separate glass door and 
filled with cigars stacked across and 
across like timber to aliow free cir¬ 
culation of air. A pointed stud in the 
wood above the door indicated the bin 
in use, and as soon as any one bin 
was emptied the stud was removed to 
above the next door and the empty 
receptacie refilled from the big chests

Ten Dollars an Ounce for Postage. 

The first settlement on the present 
site of San Francisco dates from 1776. 
It consisted of a Spanish military 
post (presidio) and the Franciscan 
mission of San Francisco de Assis. In 
1836 the settlement of Yerba Buena 
was established in a little cove south¬ 
east of Telegraph Hill. The name San 
Francisco was, however, appiied to ali 
three settlements. The United States 
flag was raised over the town in 1846, 
and the population rapidiy increased, 
reaching perhaps 900 in May, 1848. 
The news of the gold discoveries was 
followed by crows of fortune seekers, 
so that by the end of 1848 tlie city 
had an estimated population of 20 , 000 . 
From tiiat time on San Francisco has 
grown rapidiy. The first regular over¬ 
land mail communication with the 
east was established by pony express 
in 1860, the charge for postage being 
$5 for half an ounce In 1969 the 
completion of the Central Pacific rail¬ 
way to Oakland marked the beginning 
of transcontinental railway communi¬ 
cation.—U. S. Geological Survey.

Some Dealers Violate F4 mmI and Drugs 
Act by t'aiising Oysters to “Drink” 


Fresh Water. 


Inspectors of the department, in 
giving special attention to the heavy 
traffic in oysters during the holiday 
season, have found that it is the prac¬ 
tice of some dealers to add fresh 
water to shucked oysters in such a 
way as to greatly increase the size of 
the oysters. The oyster when brought 
in contact with fresh water for sev¬ 
eral hours will “drink” or absorb a 
considerable quantity of the water 
and will increase in size in exact pro¬ 
portion to the amount of water which 
it "drinks.”

Some deal¬ 
ers float the oysters for several hours 
while yet in the shell in fresh water 
or water which is much less salty than 
the water in which the oysters were 
grown. During the process of float¬ 
ing, the oysters “drink” in the fresh 
water and increase in weight and bulk 
in exact proportion to the amount of 
water they drink or absorb, and thus 
a medium-sized oyster may be in¬ 
creased to the size of a “select.” 

The addition of water to oysters 
lowers their food value, and such 
oj'sters are adulterated under section 
7 of the food and drugs act, which 
provides that food is adulterated if 
a substance has been mixed and 
packed with it so as to reduce or lower 
or injuriously affect its quality or 
strength, and also if “a substance 
has been substituted in whole or in 
part for the article.” The shipment of

TESTING A SHELL 

Everybody knows that the modern 
shell is one of the most diabolical of 
man’s inventions, but how many of us 
realize that it is also one of the most 
delicate and complicated? 

Recently some firms holding con¬ 
tracts for making high explosive shells 
took upon themselves to correct a de¬ 
tail in the specification, and as a re¬ 
sult a certain thread was “improved.” 

They will never do anything of the 
kind again, because all their work was 
rejected. The apparent absurdity, 
from an engineering point of view—is 
designed of set purpose. 

There is a somewhat similar 
anomaly in the big shell for penetrat¬ 
ing armor plating, which was intro¬ 
duced in consequence of an accident. 
One day a test shell was fired at a 
piece of armor plating from the soft 
side, and the projectile went clean 
through it and exploded after impact, 
whereas a similar shell fired against 
the front—the hardened and tempered 
side—shattered and left an indenta¬ 
tion of only a few inches. 

This singular incident set some¬ 
body thinking, and in consequence the 
high explosive armor-piercing shell is 
now given a soft nose. To the hard 
point is attached a cap of soft metal, 
with which addition it will go through 
the toughest piece of armor plate. 
What happens on impact seems to be 
this: The cap spreads, holding the 
point and so enabling it—remember 
that the shell is revolving rapidly— 
to force its way unbroken through the 
hard face of the plate by a sort of 
boring action. 

N'o less curious is another fact con¬ 
cerning the points of such projectiles. 
After the heads have been worked the 
shells are left for weeks before they 
undergo the next stage, because, 
strong as they look, they are liable to 
snap. 

Why? Think of tlie razor. Con¬ 
stant stropping twists the grain, with 
the result that the steel gets tired 
and will not yield a keen edge. But 
if you put the thing away for a few 
weeks the grain will return to its 
normal state and you can get a satis¬ 
factory shave. In a similar way the 
grain of the steel is affected by work¬ 
ing, though of course to a much 
greater extent, and until it is “set” 
the makers must go cautiously. 

Steel shows a like eccentricity in 
the making of test gauges. Some of 
the measurements of shells are very 
fine, and the Instruments employed 
are so delicate that they have to be 
used quickly lest the .eat of the 
hand causes the metal to expand. 

Now, when a groove is cut in a piece 
of steel which is to be used as a test 
gauge the work is laid aside for 
weeks, perhaps months. Why not 
finish it at once? Because the groove, 
though dead true when cut out, may 
l)e otherwise in a short time, even 
though it has been absolutely un¬ 
touched. 

As a concrete proof of the elaborate 
nature of projectile making, take the 
case of the shrapnel shell. The steel 
portion undergoes about a score of 
operations, and the brass cartridge 
case attached to the base requires 
about sixteen, counting from the disk 
of sheet brass to the finished article. 
Tlien there is the fuse, tlie delicacy of 
which resembles watchmaking. 

.Altogether the shell is subjected to 
about forty inspections and may he 
rejected at any stage. 

.After a shell has survived this 
ordeal it ought to be, one would think, 
perfect, but a test shell is taken from 
every 120 and actually fired from a 
gun into a bank of sand. It is then 
again examined, and if the contour 
about the powder pocket is expanded 
away goes the whole batch, because 
if they were fired the grooving might 
be torn out of the gun. 

Perhaps the most striking illustra¬ 
tion of the minute care exercise in 
projectile making is that every shell 
is weighed over and over again. If 
/ you produce an eighteen-pounder high 
explosive shell it must be only a few 
drams over or under its normal 
weight: otherwise it Is rejected. 

In this connection it may be of in¬ 
terest to note that an explosive shell 
that weighs only about seventy 
pounds will break into a shower of 
some 1200 pieces. A single one of the 
monster projectiles fired from a 
fifteen-inch naval gun will weigh 1950 
pounds. It takes twelve seconds for 
the projectile of a twelve-inch naval 


gun to reach its point of Impact when 
firing at a range of five miles. To fire 
a battleship broadside costs about 
$ 20 , 000 . 


VAST PREHISTORIC SEA 


IMPORTANT FOR 

VOTERS TO KNOW 


Covered Large Portion of the United 
States Now Teeming With Popula¬ 
tion. 


A prehistoric sea, or arm of the 
ocean, which extended from the Gulf 
of Mexico far up into New York state, 
together with the early animal life of 
this sea, is described in an interesting 
manner by the United States geo¬ 
logical survey in reporting to a cor¬ 
respondent on a rock sample: 

“The rock was formed very long 
ago, many million years ago, in what 
geologists call the Devonian period. 
At that time a large part of the east¬ 
ern United States was occupied by an 
arm of the sea which extended north¬ 
eastward from the Gulf of Mexico re¬ 
gion into New York state. The east¬ 
ern shore of the sea was not far east 
of the present line of the Blue Ridge 
and the Highlands of New Jersey and 
southeastern New York, and still 
farther east lay a great continent 
which extended an unknown distance 
into the area now occupied by the 
North Atlantic. The northern shore 
of the sea was somewhere near a line 
drawn from Albany through Syra¬ 
cuse, Rochester and Buffalo. The 
present site of the Catskills was thus 
near the northeast end or head of this 
sea or fulf, with land not far away on 
the east and north. 

“The sea teemed with life, almost 
wholly invertebrate animal, and ma¬ 
rine plants, and the larger part of the 
life appears to have inhabited the sea 
bottom. Brachiopods, though rare 
now, were very abundant then, and 
many other forms of animals crawled 
about or grew upon the sea floor. As 
the streams washed in sand and mud 
from the neighboring lands the sea 
gradully filled up and the shells of 
many brachiopods and other shell¬ 
bearing animals were thus buried in 
the sand and their forms preserved till 
now. By slow upward movement of 
the earth’s crust the sea was drained 
from the region and the beds of sand 
and mud that had been and hardened 
into sandstone and shale, and lifted 
thousands of feet above level to form 
a great new land. The Catskill moun¬ 
tains have since been carved from tills 
uplifted mass of rock through the cut¬ 
ting of valleys by the streams. 

“As a rule none of the original ma¬ 
terial of the shells is preserved, hav¬ 
ing been dissolved away long ago. 
The sand being closely compacted 
about the shells, their forms were pre¬ 
served, however, as molds in the sand¬ 
stone. Some of the molds have since 
been filled by calcite (calcium car- 
bonte) which has crystallized from 
water that soaked through the rock, 
and thus casts were formed having 
the same shape as the original shells 
and consisting of similar material. 
Tlie fact that few, if any, whole shells 
were preserved in this particular rock 
shows tliat, after the deatli of tlie 
animals that they belonged to, the 
shells were washed about by waves 
and currents and more or less broken 
up before being burled in the sand.”— 
U. S. Geological Survey.

Tuesday, June 20th—First day on 
which signatures can be secured to 
petitions of candidates for August 
primary. 

Saturday, July 29th—Last day to 
change residence from one precinct 
to another in order to vote at August 
primary. 

Saturday, July 29th—Registration 
for August primary closes. 

Wednesday, August 9th—Last day to 
be naturalized and last day to take 
up residence from another county to 
be eligible to vote at general election. 

Tuesday, August 29th—Primary 
election. 

Tuesday, September 19th—State and 
party convention meets at state capitol 
to formulate state platforms, elect 
central committees and nominate elec¬ 
tors for president and vice-president. 

Saturday, October 7th—Last day to 
change from one precinct to another 
in order to be eligible to vote at gen¬ 
eral election.

The county board of supervisors 
met in regular session last Monday in 
Redwood City. 

The board decided it was unable to 
appropriate money to the tourist as¬ 
sociation of central California, owing 
to its lack in the general fund, al¬ 
though the members of the board, on 
roll call, voted to go on record to 
make provision in the next tax levy 
for the appropriation covering San 
Mateo county’s share of the cost of 
the work for the year 1916.

Late Friday afternoon of last week 
the grand jury that was organized 
last November made its report and 
was discharged by Judge Buck. The 
court stated to the jurors that it was 
the most economical in the transac¬ 
tion of its business in the history of 
the county, gave less trouble to the 
court and finished its business in a 
commendable manner. He thanked 
the members for their consideration 
and care in handling the different 
matters that came before them. The 
I report proper of the grand jury was 
very brief, only containing two pages 
of foolscap. The jury recommended 
that temporary repairs be made at the 
county jail and that work on the new 
structure begin as soon as possible. 
It was recommended that a septic 
tank be put in at the poor farm. The 
report criticises the action of some 
former members of the board of su¬ 
pervisors in doing work in excess of 
their apportionment of money. The 
expert’s report is a voluminous docu¬ 
ment contaning several hundred type¬ 
written pages. All the county officers 
are given a clean bill of health.
